Andreotti to form 
minority Italian Gov't 


Andreotti’s Jong-ruling Christian 
Democrats have approved his plans 
to rely on some form of support 
from the Communist Party, He 
counted on the Communists’ absten- 
tion to pass the confidence test that 
any new government, has to face in 
Parliament to rule. 

Andreotti tried’ in vain to form 
ἃ majority coalition in this country 
where no single party has ea ma- 
jority. The Communists’ strong sec- 
ond-place showing in last month's 
elections Jed traditional partners of 
the Christian Democrats into a mid- 
dle-of-the-road position between the 
two largest parties, 

Anéreotti's formula is not likely 
to please the U.S. and other West- 
erm nations on whose financial aid 
Italy relies to struggle through its 
worst economic crisig in three de~ 
cades. 

But the Christian Democrats said 
they saw no alternative but to “take 
into account" the Communist 
strength.

‘Israel said satisfied 
on U.S.-PLO contacts

WASHINGTON. — Israel is appa- 
rently satisfied with the explana- 
tions received from the United 
States regarding the recent estab- 
lishment of direct contacts between 
U.S. security officers in Beirut and 
thé PLO and will not file an offi- 
cjal protest, informed diplomatic 

sources disclosed yesterday. 

But Israel Ambassador Simcha 
Dinitz can be expected to review 
this question in detail later this 
week when he meets with Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger. + 

Following extensive contacts be- 
tween the State Department and 
the Israel Embassy here in Wash- 
ington, the U.S. has assured Is- 
rael that the direct contacts with 
the PLO do not signify in any way 
a change in the overall U.S. oppo- 
sition toward the organization. Is- 
rael has expressed its reyret to the 
U.S. that the direct contacts were 
necessary, but has decided that an 
official protest would be overreac- 
ting and counter-productive. ᾿ 
The sources her said that fhe 
US. Embassy in Beirut found it 
necessary to establish direct con- 
tacts with the PLO on June 30 
in order to guarantee the safety of 
US. personnel assigned there. The 
Embassy is in west Beirut, con-

Four days later, on July 16, As- 
sistant Secretary of State Alfred 
Atherton provided Embassy Minis- 
ter Hanan Bar-On with specific de- 
tails of the contacts. But it was not 
until July 23 that the State De- 
partment finally acknowledged to 
the press that direct contact with 
the PLO had been established. 

The Israel Government seems to 
have concluded that the United 
States, amtious to make certain that 
American lives are not endangered, 
especially during this election year, 
was forced into beginnig relations 
with the PLO di ly, and that it 
did not indicate a basic change in 
the U.S. position.

BEIRUT. — Leftist and Christian

Before leaving, Jalloud confer- 
red with Syrian Foreign “Minister 
Abdel-Halim Khaddam and the PLO 
delegation leader, Farouk Kaddou- 


‘mi, Jalloud called on all Lebanese 


and Palestinian parties in Leba- 
non to “work sincerely for the 
implementation of the agreement.” 

Spokesmen for the PLO-leftist 
alliance and right-wing Christians 
reported close-range combat ἔπ 
Beirut’s downtown business centre, 
the Moslem alum of Nabaa and 
the Christlan middle-class quarter 
of Ein Rummaneh.

TEL AVIV. — Lebanese labourers 
are expected to begin working in 
Israel by the middle of next week, 
Arye Gur-El, director-general of 
the Ministry of Labour told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

The Lebanese had asked Defence 
Minister Shimon Peres to work 
here when they met him last week 
as he toured the border area. Peres 
reported to the Cabinet cn Sun- 
day anu jater concluded an agree- 
ment in principle with Labour Min- 
ister Moshe Baram. 

In the beginning, Israel expects 
several several dozen. to 100 labour- 
ers to work here, Gur-H said. 

The Lebanese will be employed 
in forestry work and in picking 
apples and pears, Gur-El added. 
They may also be employed in cca- 
struction. 

The Lebanese will be paid in 
Israel currency the same wages as 
Israel workers, Gur-El, said. His- 
tadrut spokesman Shmuel Soler 
told The Jerusalem Post the labour 
federaticn wants them to get the 
same wages “to obviate unfair 
competition” of cheap Arab labour. 
Gur-El said arrangements will be 
made to enable the migrant work- 
ers to change their money into 
Lebanese currency. Israel has been

Im Geneva, the Red Cross ac- 
cused “certain factions” of con- 
demning hundreds of wounded to 
death in refusing to give a ccase- 
fire guarantee to evacuate the in- 
Jured. It said it had postponed the 
evacuation because it had mot re- 
ceived minimal guarantees of secur- 
ity. Yet the Arab League envoy 
in Lebanon said three leading 
Tightists had agreed in writing to 
a temporary cease-fire for the eva- 
cuation, 

PLO-leftist spokesman alse said 
Syrian troops amd tanks, reinforced 
by two armoured brigades, had 
tightened the noose on two refugee 
ecamps:‘on the northern and east- 
ern fringes of Tripoli.

Zvi Katz, the former treasurer of 
the Amidar government housing cor- 
poration — convicted last year for 
the theft of nearly IL59m. of the 
company’s funds — has had his sen- 
tence reduced from eight to two 
years, with a further year suspen- 
ded. ἢ 

Katz, 60, was convicted in the 
Tel Aviv District Court last August 
for operating a special chequing ac- 
count as part of a scheme to pro- 
vide senior Amidar employees with 
cars. The veteran Amidar official, 
who became treasurer in 1963, first 
opened the account in April 1972, 
and by the time he was arrested 
three years later, he was found to 
have deposited 299 cheques in the 
account, totalling IL58,73imn. 


No defence witnesses were called 
during the trial, but Katz reserved 
the right to appeal both the con- 
viction and the sentence. The Sup- 
reme Court, presided over by Jus- 
tice Shimon Agranat, considered the 


appeal and delivered it; judgement 
yesterday. 

Summing up for the Court, Jus- 
tice Agranat said that it had been 
decided to dismiss most of the 
charges made against Katz He 
noted that the specia] bank account 
had been opened in Amidar’s name 
and could not therefore be consi- 
dered as a private account. Further- 
more, he noted that the company, 
ita director-general and its board of 
directors “clearly knew about the 
secount — even if they did not 
know about Katz's methods.” 

Justice Agranat expressed his 
“astonishment” that not one of 
Amidar’s directorg was called upon 
to testify, and noted that the pro- 
secution had at the jlast minute de- 
cided not to call director-general 
Albert Levi — who had originally 
been listed as a prosecution witness. 

The Court did, however, find Katz 
guilty of stealing IL1.5m. of the 
company’s funds ~— Lim. of which 
was given to various charities —

Territory cuts called for 
by Alignment doves

TEL AVIV. — A call for “sub- 
Stantial” territorial concessions was 
mude by three Alignment members 
last night at a meeting of the com. 
mittee preparing the political plat- 
form for the ‘party's convention in 
February. 

The three are Abba Eban, Yitz- 
hak Navon and Moshe Carmel. 

Their demand highlights wide- 
spread differences between Labour 
members who are close to. the Land 
of Israel Movement and those who 
advocate significant territorial con- 
cessions. 

The committee decided to set up 
another, smaller committee to draft 
a platform spelling out the pro. 
posals on which there is agreement 
and presenting the alternatives on 
the others. The committee will be 
headed by Hhan. 

The disagreements centred on 
three issues: Israel's future boun- 
daries, the Palestinian question, and 
the attitude towards settlement in 
the West Bank. 

‘The three explicitly stated read- 
iness to cede territory “west” of 
the Jordan River.” 

Yosef Tekoa, in a separate pro- 
posal, also advocated substantial 
withdrawals, But Asher Ben-Natan, 
Prof. Sa'adia Amiel and Dr. Mi- 
chael Bar Zohar — while agreeing 


to “a territorial compromise” 
did not define their concession as 
being “substantial.” 

Yet another suggestion by Pro- 
fessor Arye Harel, also expressed 
readiness for a “territorial com- 
promise” but ‘his proposal was 
hawkish and some party leaders 
did not believe it could be incor- 
porated in the draft to be pre- 
pared by the Eban committee. 

Eban's group was also ready for 
negotiations with Palestinian repre- 
sentatives who will fully accept Is- 
rael's sovereignty and legitimacy.

British survey 
reveals ‘steady’ 
Israeli support 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON. — A survey of British 
public opinion polls since the Six 
Day War shows steady support for 
Israel. This was reported yesterday 
by the Institute of Jewish Affairs 
(IJA) here which studied 30 polls 
conducted since 1967. 

The institute found an apparent 
downward slope in sympathies for 
Israel (from 46 to 36 per cent) and 
a slight upward one for the Arabs 
‘(from four to seven per cent). 
“Blowever, if one ignores the two 
wars when dangers to Israel re- 
sulted in specially strong symp3- 
thies by the public, the support 
for Israel has remained farily even,” 
the institute — which is sponsored 
by the World Jewish Congress here 
— reported, The institute added that 
any decline in support for Israel did 
not go to the Arabs but rather to 
the “support neither” group, 


The survey disproved the much- 
publicized claim of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization front, the 
“free Palestine information office” 
that a recent poll showed a “land- 
slide” of 75 per cent support in Bri- 
tain for the PLO for solving the 
Palestinian issue, terming it “at 
pest imaginative interpretation, at 
worst deliberate misinformation.”

Jerusalem aids hermit in Wadi Kelt cliffs

WADI KELT. — In the awesome 
wilderness where he normally con. 
templates the majesty of in 
to’ solitude, Father Photius, an 
Austrign-born hermit, smiled With 
delight yesterday as he watched 
one of his minor prayers being 
answered ‘by a team of workmen 
from earthly Jerusalem. shouting 
to each other over the racket of 
pumps and generators. 

A stream of water being pumped 
up from the-Ein Farra springs on 
the wadi floor 60 metres below 
Spewed out of a plastic hose into 
two cisterns outside the cliffside 
monastery where Father Photivs has 
lived alone for the past three years. 
“Fill it up," he said cheerfully in 
German. “To the top.” ᾿ 

Filling the cisterns means that the 
66-year-old monk will no longer have 
to carry up his drinking water in 
pails from the spring, equivalent to 
climbing a 20-storey building on a 
slope of 20 degrees. ° ᾿ 

Tt was Father Photius’ landsman, 
Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek, who” 
made it possible for the water to 
flow uphill at the Fara Monastery. 
The two met last Master at a re- 
ception given bythe ‘White Rus- 
sian” Church in the Old City. They 
Were soon conversing in Kollek's 
native Viennese dialect. When Father 
Photius explained his water problem 
— the ancient channels which had 
once brought rain runoff into the 
cisterns had long since been broken— 
Kollek said he would look into the 
problem. , ᾿ 

He camé to the monastery a few 
weeks later after a bruising half- 
hour ride on a stony track from the 
village of Anatot and said it would 
be poastble to do the job. (Another 


- Motive Kollek had in visiting the 


site was to see the damage to Wadi 
Keit caused by the oil spilloff from 
the East Jerusalem Electricity Com- 
pany plant in Shuafat.) 

“Teddy always says it’s possible,” 
suid Municipal Sanitary Engineer 
Zvi Offer gooduaturediy as his men 
hauled equipment ‘up the rocky

slopes 15 Kilometres east of Jeru- 
salem. “Then we have to ‘do it.” It 
had taken eight workmen all day 
Wednesday just to drag equipment 
— Including a 200 kilogram gene- 
rator --- hundreds of yards across 
the slopes and link it up. 

‘Tm afraid to ask what this 
costs,” said Father Photius. "This is 
another example of how the Israelis 
are ready to help Christian churches 
whenever nec .” (Kollek said 
last night that the cost, as yet unde- 
termined, would be met by the Je- 
rusalem Foundation.) The filled cist- 
erns will permit him to plant a 
vegetable garden in addition to his 
flower garden. 

The monk, who rises each morn- 
ing at 2 a.m. generally divides his 
days between prayer, contemplation, 
the writing of ἃ ‘history of the 
monastery and physical work includ- 
ing the tilling of his garden and 
washing of clothes. (‘Without a 
strict daily discipline you couldn't 
make it.) : 

His writing, however, has virtual- 
ly come to a halt since Beduins 
broke into the monastery in April- 
during his absence and stole his 
two typewriters — one with Greek 
letters and one with Latin letters — 
along with cameras and ikons. 
Beduin youths have also on occasion 
rolled rocks down the slopes and 
sent them crashing through the 
monastery’s roof, 

Once every two or three weeks, 
Father Photius walks six kilometres 
up the steep slopes to Anatot where 
+e takes a bug to Jerusalem. He 
returns in a taxi bearing groceries 
and the contents of his post office 
box, The box generally includes 
mewspapers sent to him by the 
Austrian embassy which he reads 
while still in town, 

The small monastery, which is 
1,650 years old, is probably the old- 
est in the country, It was founded 
by a Fourth Century saint, Chariton, 
whose tomb was to make it a centre 
of i Colonies of hermits 
lived in ποῦ eaves on Bes cliffs sur- 
rounding spring.

ANKARA, — A Turkish oil explo- 
ration ship yesterday sailed into the 
Aegean Sea, waictfed angrily by 
Greece which is in dispute with 
Turkey over the mineral riches on 
the seabed between the two coun~ 
tries. .

Viking lab 


PASADENA, — Martial soil bubbl- 
ed and baked yesterday inside the 
tiny laboratory aboard the Viking 1 
spacecraft. 

The soil samples are being tested 
for signs of life. 

The Viking 1 lander, sitting for 
eight days on the rocky Mars sur- 
face, reached out with its three- 
metre-long sampler arm early on 
Wednesday and scooped the vivid 
orange-red soil inte four different 
testing chambers. 

“This is history — the first sample 
from the planet Mars,” said Dr, Le- 
onard Clark, head of the jet pro- 
pulsion laboratory team dealing with 
the soil samples, “It's inside the lan- 
der and it's c art Z 

The experiments will take weeks, 
and answers are not expected goon. 
But scientists displayed immediate 
joy that the project was under way, 

“Tm delighted -~ ecstatic, I can't 
tell you how thrilled I am,” sald Dr. 
Gerald Soffen, a scientist. 

One hitch developed. Project Di- 
rector James Martin said 
ing data indicate that a soll sample 
may not have been dropped in an in- 
strument designed to look for orga- 
nic molecules in the soil, He said 
the nature of the problem was not 
known, but the difficulty may delay 
the organic study a week or 50. 

Initial reports, however, indicated 
that soil was dumped in another de- 
vice checking the inorganic chem- 
istry of the soil. 

In two biological experiments a 
protein-rich mixture—called “chicken 
soup" by scientists here—was poured 
on the soll. 

Tn another, the soil was baked 
under 2 sunlamp to see if it ab- 
sorbed gases from the air as do 
Plants on earth 

A fourth test put the soll under 
an X-ray to determine its chemical 
tomposition. - 

Dr. Soffen said the complete group 
of tests was designed to take 12 
days. The tests would be repeated 
at least twice to verify results. 

‘The mission is really just begin- 
ming,” said Ὅτ. Leslie Orgel, of the 
Salk Institute for Biological Studies. 
“For those of us interested in or- 
ganic chemistry and life, we've 
hardly got started.”

Defensive tactics mar Israel ‘soccer

Despite the national soccer squad’s 
highly creditable performance in 
winning a place at Montreal, then 
going on to play the powerful Bra- 
zilian team in the Olympic quarter- 
finals, the defénsive tactics adopted 
by srael's internationa) footballers 
over the past year has been the 
cause of some disappointment. 

The display of the team in their 
four games in Canada was dismal, 
to say the least — with the excep- 
tion of an entertaining 1-1 draw 
with France In a match in which 
both teams could afford to take it 
easy, having -virtually clinched their 


other three games, 
mala, Mexico and Brazil, Israel re- 
lied exclusively on defence, with an 
outdated 44-2 formation. Attacks 
were few and far between as the 
two lone Israeli forwards were ra- 
rely given sufficient support to 
threaten their opponents’ goal 

This concern with avoiding defeat 
at all costs also dominated Israel's 
qualifying matches against Japan 
and South Korea in the spring. As 
8 result, the soccer played by the 
national side all year has been ex- 
ceasively defensive and, by and 
large, unattractive. 


There is little doubt that the ma- 
jor, if not sole, responsibility for 
this excessive emphasis on defensive 
play must be laid squarely at the 
door of national coach David Sch- 
weitzer. 

In the first match in Canada 
against a weak Guatemala side, Is- 
rael played safe throughout. The re- 
sult—a boring goalless draw. Then 
in the crucial match with Mexico, 
with Israel 2-0 down at half time, 
Shweitzer incredibly started the 
second half with his usual 4-4-2 
formation — when defeat meant Is- 
Tael’s certain elimination from the 
tournament. . 

‘That Israel managed to draw le- 
vel within 15 minutes of the re- 
start was in no way 8. vindication 
of the coach’s inflexible approach. 


Although Israe] did play attract- 
ive football in the next game 
ageinst France, Schweitzer returned 
to type in the quarter-final. The 
Brazilians were allowed to hold the 
ball for long periods as they built 
thefr attacks. Israel, having given 
them the middle of the field, drew 
eight players back to reinforce their 
defensive line. It was only due to

More frequent use 
of Netanya’s prolific young striker, 
Oded -Machnes, as weil as of some 
younger men in midfield could only 
have increased the side’s punch. 

But more than the choice of play- 
ers, Schweitzer's reluctance to use 
three forwards, together with his 
chronic fear of losing, heve contri- 
buted to the team’s unimpressive 
performances in the international 
arena. 

As the Germans and the Dutch 
have shown 50 convincingly in re- 
cent years, attacking football produ- 
ces “positive results in addition to 
rich entertainment, Closer to home, 
the two most successful teams in 
the National League this past Sea- 
son — Beersheba Hapoel and Jeru-

One can only hope that the po-

TODAY'S IS THE 500TH edition of 
this column, which first appeared in 
February, 1962, and it seems a fit oc- 
caszion for a summing-up of achieve- 
ment, a declaration of aims for the 
future, or something of the kind. But 
we decided that the bext celebration 
would be to continue with what is the 
main purpose of the feature — the 
provision of information. 

During the past formight, we have 
met Prof. Guenther Theuring, con- 
ductor of the Jeunesse Choir of Vien- 
na, which came here to take part in 
the Israel Festival. 

It was in 1959 that Prof. The 
founded the youth choir which he felt 
was needed to balance the venerable 
choral ensembles that form a 
traditional part of Vienna's rich 
musical life. ᾿ 

His aim was to fuse perfection in 
performance with a new, fresh ap- 
proach to music, and we were able to 
appreciate how well he achieved it 
when we heard the young singers as 
one of the choirs in Mahler's Eighth 
Symphony and in their own concert 
which included works by Haydn, 
Schoenberg and Bernstein. 

The Jeunesse Choir — mainly 
atudents between the ages of 16 and 


30 — ig in constant demand by alles- - 


tablished orchestras and concert 
associations, and its repertoire 
ranges from Bach and Mozart to the 
writings of contemporary com- 
posers. 
NONE OF THE “Jeunesse” singers 
made any difficulties about coming 
to Israel — as long as they could fly 
El Al. It was only the families of the 
“poy singers from Vienna who were 
supposed to join in the Mahler 
Symphony that objected for security 
reasons. To save the situation, 
Ephraim Marcus and his Sharonit 
Choir were approached to fill in the 
gap. This was only two months 
before the Festival, but Ephraim im- 
Medlately started work with his 41 
boys and girls from Ramat 
Hasharon’s elementary school. Four 
rehearsals were held each week, for 
Marcus had not only to teach them 
their notes hut, more difficult, the 
pronunciation of the Latin and Ger- 
man words. 

He recalls with satisfaction the 
seriousness with which the kids took 
to learning how to pronounce the~ 
strange double vowel sounds. He 
described the final rehearsals with 
the other choirs, the orchestra and 
the whole apparatus. The stage of 
the Mann Auditorium was crowded 
with the decorations for “Otello,” so 
they had to sit spread all over the 
auditorium; and endless hours were 
spent in travelling, waiting about 

‘and performing. But it was all very 

excitliig, and the results of all that 
travail were most satisfying, so it 
was worth it.

AS HE HAS DONE every year for ! 
the last 14 years, Rami Shevelov has | 
been holding a chamber music | 
seminar at the Weizmann Institute 
in Rehovot this month. with perfor- 
mances to followin several places. 
Founded on ἃ purely local basis, the 
reputation of the zeminar has spread 
far and wide, and this year Rami had 
to reject several ensembles from ᾿ 
abroad in order to give Israelis an 
equal chance to participate. No in- 
dividuals are accepted any more — 
only ensémbles, and this year, they 
came from Germany, Holland. 
France and Scotland to join their 
Israeli friends and colleagues. The 
main composers represented are 
Mozart, Beethoven, Seter, Ysaye 
and Brahms. 


A NEW CONDUCTOR from Russia 
should become a familiar figure on 
our concert platforms before long. 
Camilla Koltschinska, who arrived 
here 4s an immigrant in March, has 
already conducted four Proms with 
the Haifa Symphony Orchestra, 
and current negotiations should lead 
to engagements with the Jerusalem 
Symphony, the Holon Chamber 
Orchestra, the Beersheba Orchestra 
and -- let us hope — the Israel 
Philharmonic. 

Koltschinska was born in Moscow, 
and studied at the conservatoire 
there and in Leningrad. She spent 
eight years with various 
orchestras in Moscow, was assist- 
ant conductor at the Bolshol Theatre, 
and then hed another eight years 
conducting the Yaroslavl Philhar- 
monic in a wide repertoire οὗ 
symphony, ballet and opera. Full οὗ 
temperament and optimistic in her 
outlook, she has high hopes for her 
future here. 


THE ISRAEL FESTIVAL always 
features a workshop for Israeli com- 
posers to try out their imagination 
(inspiration is too rare to be hoped 
for). As hardly anybody nowadays 
composes because he wants to or has 
an inner urge to do so, these works 
shave to be specially commissioned. 


This year, the experiment has 
gone into the field of opera. Three 
short operas were commissioned — 
one from veteran Menahem Avidom, 
who chose Michael Ohad's version of 
Hans Andersen's “The Emperor's 
New Clothes” (a tilt at avant garde 
music? ). Michael Barolsky chose “A 
Blue Eye and Brown Eye" (after a 
story by Tzafrira Levin-Nur) which 
is described as “a psychological 
drama taking place in the soul of the 
owner of those hetero-coloured eyes, 
who is torn between her spiritual and 
carnal desires."" Yossi Mar-Haim, 
known for his unconventional ap- 
proach, wrote another short opera,

Having to pay for water 


WATER RATES, like ali other 
services, are rapidly going up in 
price, and the problem has 
become serious enough to prompt 
Martha Meisels to devote her 
weekly marketing article, a few 
weeks ago, to what she called 
“Water Wisdom" on ways and 
means to save this increasingly 
more expensive commodity. 
One of the ‘west known 
metaphors in thé whole of rab- 
binical literature is the one which 
compares water to the ‘ora. 
What water is in the physical 
world, the essential without which 


‘life cannot be sustained, 


irrigating the parched land and 
causing the hidden seed to ger- 
minate and fructify and yield its 
‘produce, so is Tora in the world of 
the spirit. — : 


The metaphor is apt and 
beautiful; but the proof verse ad- 
duced by the rabbis is far from 
clear: ‘‘As it is said, Ho everyone 
that thirsteth, go to the water" 
(isa. 55,1). Where in this quotation 
ig the equation between water and 
Tora indicated? It is all the more 
surprising in view of the fact that 
later on in the same chapter, there 
15 a beautiful and sustained simile 
which gives clear expression to it: 

“For, as the rain cometh down, 
and the snow, ‘from heaven and 
returneth not but watereth the 


earth, and make it bring forth and 
bud, that it may give séed to the 
sower and bread to the eater, so 
shall my word be that goeth forth 
from the mouth." 


THE EXPLANATION is simple. 
The word “etcetera” has to be’un- 
derstood after the phrase quoted 
by the rabbis, and the .verse ac- 
tually continues: ‘‘and he that 
hath no money come ye, 
buy...without money and with: 
price.” ᾿ 

Since it was laid down as an in- 
violable principle that the Tora 
had to be provided without 
charge, the metaphor was 
perfect. As in the physical world 
water was available free, so in the 
spiritual world, was the Tora; 
ergo, ‘Water refers to the Tora." 

That free provision of water is 
clearly referred to in the Book of 
Lamentations, which is read this 
week on Tisha B'Av. The prophet 
vividly describes the. horrors of 
the destruction of Jerusalem and 
of the Temple and the hardships 
which came in its train. And 
among ‘fhose ‘incredible suf- 
ferings ig included the verse, 
“We have drunk our water for 
money (5,4). Oh, for a return to 
those days when it was regarded 
as the heights of deprivation that 
one should have to pay water 
rates. 0

' PICTORIAL AEROGRAMMES 


ON AUGUST 17, along with the new 
Festival stamps and the latest stamp 
in the Israel Landscapes series, a 
series of 10 pictorial aerogrammes 
— promoting tourism to Israel — will 
go on sale at selected post offices in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv, Bat Yam, 
Haifa, Safad, Arad, Nahariya, 
Ashkelon, Nazareth and Eilat. 

Although printed by @ private firm 
(srael Art-Print Lid. of Tel Aviv) 
without a stam value, the 
derogrammes will sold with a 
1L1.50 stamp already affixed and for 
the price of the stamp only. The post 
office in each city will only sell the 
single aerogramme pertaining to 
that city. Each aerogramme will 
depict three colour views of local 
sights and the city’s emblem. 

At the same time, two general pic- 
torial aerogr es carrying the 
“Visit Israel". emblem will go on 
sale at post offices in non- 
participating cities. 

Pictorial aerogrammes have been 
printed under licence of the Ministry 
of Communications since 1968. This 
will be the first time, however, that

Science and Pharaoh’s dream 


THE SEVEN fat years and the seven’ 
lean years of Pharaoh's dream may 
have a scientific explanation, accor- 
ding to Professor Joseph Otterman 
of .the Environmental Sciences, 
Department at Tel Aviv University.

Defending the Israelite 
conquest of Canaan

INTELLECTUAL bias colours a 
scholarly theory on how the 
Israelites penetrated Canaan in the 
Biblical era, writes. archaeologist 
Yigael Yadin in an article that 
appears in a‘ volume due to be 
published soon by the American. 
Schools of Oriental Research. 

The theory, held by the German 
acholar Albrecht Alt and his 
followers, denies the account in the 
Book of Joshua of Israelite military 
conquest and attributes to a 
still-unknown people the soldierly 
prowess behind the razing of Hazor 
and other Canaanite strongholds in 
the 13th century BCE. 

Ranged against this school of 
thought is the view of the late 
American scholar, Willlam Foxwell 
Albright, who upholds the basic 
historicity of the Bible, an opinion 
which Yadin defends in his paper. 

The article is based on an address 
delivered at a conference in 
Jerusalem last year mariing the 
75th anniversary of the American 
Schools, a U.S.-based academic 
body which maintains a number of 
research centres in the Middle East. 

Yadin, whose name has more 
recently figured in the news 85 δ 
fresh personality on Israel's political 
scene, told The Post that Alt and his 
school were motivated not by anti- 
Semitic bias but by a reluctance — 
conscious or unconscious — to en- 
visage the Israelites as warriors of 
the calibre required to overcome 
heavily fortified. Canaanite cities. 
Their assumption is that any people 
but the Israelites conquered and set 
these cities to the torch. Evidence of 
conflagration and destruction at 
Late Bronze sites have been un- 
covered by archaeologists in various 
parts of the country. 

To account for the Israelite settle. 
ment, the Alt school postulates a 
gradual and peaceful penetration of 
Canaan by semi-nomadic Israelite 
shepherds, who only at a much later 
“expansionist stage engaged in 
isolated and not always successful 
akirmishes with the Canaanites. 


THE ALT SCHOOL flies in the face 
of archaeological evidence which 
supports the Biblical account to an 
astonishing degree, says Yadin. He 
writes 


The Biblical narrative, in broad 
lines, tells us that at a certain 
period, the nomad Israelites at- 
tacked the city-states’ organiza- 
tion of the Holy Land and

aspect can well be defined as the 
first efforts of semi-nomads or 
nomads to settle down.

well ask why, or how, it is | 
notwithstanding such see | 
evidence there are eminent 
archaeologists and historians 
who deny this amazing conformi- 
ty and are trying to submit 
different interpretations of either, 
the historical narrative or the 
archaeological finds, or both. 

To do that, alas, one has to 
analyse also the personal ap- 
proach and starting poinzs of 
some of these scholars (all 
scholars, in fact 81} of us, are only 
human and consciously or sub- 
consclously our approaches are 

influenced by initial bias). 

In developing their theory, Yadin 
continues, Alt and similarly disposed 
scholara ignore the fundamental 
weakness of the Canaanite cities at 
that period. These once-powerful 
strongholds were ripe for conquest 
and it needed no special technology 
on the part of the Israelites to ac- 
complish it. Egyptian annals for the 
preceding two centuries tell of 
periodic punitive expeditions to 
rebellious Canaanite towns who had 
failed to pay tribute; and the Egyp- 
tans saw to it that the destroyed for- 
tifications were not rebuilt. 
Archaeology has revealed little 
reconstruction of city walls in the 
Late Bronze period: earlier for- 
tifications either continued in use or 
were patched up. 

The wea, which the Bible at- 
tributes to the Israelites are similar 
to those depicted in ancient Egyptian 
paintings — swords, axes, or bows 
and arrows which they either made 
or plundered. They scaled the wall — 
now no longer very high — by means. 
of ladders. What was needed. and 
brought into play, Yadin told The 
Post, was not technical skill, but 
courage.

THE THEATRE Club Quartets new 
show — their umpteenth in the 
course of 17 years, is called “Very 
Important People." Why 'V.I.P.a''? 
Because, they say, the Very Imper- 
tant People these days are not quite 
the ones you might expect — they 
are the plumber, the household help 
and the bank clerk, and numerous 
other indispensable '‘national’’ 
figures — of whom are the sub- 
ject of their theme song. 

This time the Quartet takes to te 
stage in very gentlemanly gar 
black dinner jackets, bowler, A AG 
locally made (the hats, they say, 
from the friendly neighbourhood 
Mad Hatter). 

External appearances .may have 
changed, and so has one member of 
the Quartet — Azriel Asherov 
replaces Reuven Sheffer for this per- 
formance, but the rest of the troupe 
is unchanged: the tall thin Gideon 
Singer, the amall plump Yankele 
Ben Sira, and the guy-in-the-middle, 
Shimon Bar.

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HOLES IN THE VAT 


iT iS NOW 2 month since the introduction of the Value Added 
Tax and its success is far from assured. It is no secret that 
VAT was put into effect after several postponements in the full 
Imowledge thet it was far from adequately prepared. The 
Treasury actec in the belief that it was best to plunge in and 
start with the new tex, imperfect as it might have been, in 
the expectation that a shakedown of 2 ‘few months would 
whip it. into shape. In any case the Treasury sorely needed 
the revenue. 

The Treasury was aware of some of the problems which 
would confront the new tax administrators, but other pitfalls 
have come as a surprise. The major criticism of the imposition 
of VAT revolved around the authorities’ failure to ensure that 
the myriad producers, distributors, middlemen and rétailers, 
who were supposed to be the tax collectors, actually keep 
books. This precondition for success was not met and the 
critics were correct. It is not at all clear how much tax money 
actually collected from buyers in the wake of the general price 
rise which accompanied VAT will eventually be passed on 
to the Treasury. ᾿ 

A case in point is that of the grocers who are now threat- 
ening a country-wide strike if forced to keep books. Their plea 
that they are intellectually unable to keep books is ludicrous 
in the extreme and can be construed only as a bare-faced 
attempt to extend widespread income tax evasion practices to 
the new tax. Shopkeepers who are mathematically illiterate 
to the extent of being unable to keep books on such εἰ simple 
tax as the VAT should look for a different occupation. 


The same is true of the Arab merchants in the administered 
areas, The economy of these areas has in effect become in- 
* tegrated with the Israel economy, and their prosperity is 
largely, if not entirely, due to this. Some of the sharpest 
business minds in the world are to be found in the shops 
of the Old City of Jerusalem, Nablus and the other Arab 
towns and it would be economic folly and an invitation to 
economic anarchy if businesses there were to continue to 
be exempt from the tax. One may expect a political outcry 
against the imposition of VAT there, and an appeal to world 
opinion, but the Government and the Treasury must remain 
steadfast in their’ determination to impose VAT in the ter- 
ritories from this Sunday. 

While it is reasonable to that these problems will 
be overcome in the shakedown of the VAT, two more serious 
problems have unexpectedly cropped up. The cumulative-demo- 

' ralization of the middle level tax administrators has not been 
overcome. VAT is being administered in its crucial, initial 
stage by officials who are working under protest in accordance 
with emergency orders. It is highly improbable that such a 
delicate task as the administration of a new tax can long 
cortinue in such fashion. 

Worse is the fact that the expected cooperation of the 
public has failed to materialize. It is unfortunate that a large- 
ly cynical public has long since given up hope for the fair 
and forceful implementation of taxes, and could not care less 
what eventually happens with the eight per cent or more 
they are being charged. This is the direct outgrowth of the 
Treasury's failure to fully implement the highly touted income 

Perhaps the greatest failure of VAT to date, and the one 
that bodes the most ill for the future, is that it was intro- 
duced before any visible progress had been made in overcom- 
ing widespread income tax evasion among the self-employed 
and in the business community, the two sectors which are 
charged with collecting VAT. - 


BRITAIN SHOWS THE WAY 


BRITAIN'S MOVE in severing diplomatic relations with the 
Idi Amin regime in Uganda in the wake of its role in the 
Enteobe hijacking and the murder of Mrs. Dora Bloch is a 
welcome indication of a return of a modicum of sanity to the 
conduct of international relations. 


The British Government's declaration to Parliament that it 
has no conflict with the people of Uganda is a reiteration. 
of isreel's position. One can appreciate the intense sensitivity 
of the people of Uganda and of the peoples and leaders of 
Black Africa to any infringement of their hard-won indepen- 
dence. 


One suspects that these same leaders are aware of the 
great dangers to the status and integrity of the states of 
Black Africa that derive from the continuation in power of 
such emotionally unstable leaders as Idi Amin or Gaddafi of 
Libya. The problem is always how to translate such general 
awareness into political action. In this regard the British 
demarche should be taken by others as 2 welcome guide.

Marriage is not a 
personal matter

IS MARRIAGE a personal matter or 
is it of societal concern? Need we ap- 
prove the marriage of any two con- 
senting adults? If so, why marriage 
licenses, . registration, ceremonies, 
divorces? Let two persons live 
together and arrange any contrac- 
tual agreement they wish. Why in- 
terfere with mixed marriages, 
homosexual marriages, incestuous 
i?

Since no one has yet suggested the 
abolition of marriage registration 
and divorce courts, we apparently do 
regard marriage as more than δ 
private matter. It is of concern to the 
state and to society, and it should 
therefore conform to the norms 
the state deems to be in its best in- 
terest. The state need not seek ac- 
commodation or alternatives for 
marriages that are inimical to: its 
value-interests. 

Any mixed marriage contracted in 
another country may be registered 
with the Ministry of Interior. Yet the 
proponents of civil do not 
generally advocate that the Israeli 
authorities licence mixed 
marriages. Because homosexual 
marriages may be recognized in 
Wisconsin does not oblige Illinois to

If THERE IS NO religious commit- 
ment, what reason is there to be a 


Jew, to perpetuate the Jewish peo--

Unless there is religious imperative 
to be a Jew, the individual will ul- 
timately assimilate, as he has done 
down the ages. True, intensive 
religious commitment is reserved 
for the few. But the vast circle 
around them, kept within the 
gravitational pull of the committed, 
must also evince:-some regard for 
that commitment, in society, if not in 
their personal lives.

Jewish 
re values and the Jewish peo- 
ple interact and ‘affect each other, 
and the ignoring of these values can 
only be destuctive. 

“Nor do numbers determine the 
Jewish: norm. The prophet was 
alone, yet he — in his religious com- 

' errr — set the standard. The 
rau 8 around him accepted his 
word or disappeared as Jews. While 
anyone born a Jew is, indeed, a Jew, 
anyone who'seeks to remove Jewish

religious commitment from its role 
in Jewish society, is bound to lead to 
defection from the Jewish people. 
Every movement in Jewish history 
that deviated from the religious 
norm — including the highly intellec- 
tual but secularly oriented Haskala 
movement — expired in due course. 

He who wishes the Jewish people 
or the Jewish state to offer alter- 
natives or accommodation in place 
of its standards is demandng more 
than is rightfully his. I have counsell- 
ed young couples who wished to in- 
termarry and who resented the stub- 
borness of unreasonable parents who 
interfered in their lives. I pointed out 
to them that their lives were also 
their parents’ lives, and that it was 
their duty to consider the tragedy 
they were bringing upon their 
parents. 


IF THE JEWISH PEOPLE 
is to continue, it must have 
adherents who honour its com- 
mitments. A marriage between a 
kohen and a divorcée differs from

only in degree, not in kind. Both dis- 
regard the foundation of the Jewish 
people: the peculiarity of priestly 
Status of the kohen and of the

If individual Jews choose to violate 
these laws, they ought not, morally, 
ask Jewish society to legalize their 


“violation. Love and happiness are 


important; Jewry and Jewishness 
are no less 80. 


SOME POINTS raised in the two ar- 
ticles on Civil Marriage in The 
Jerusalem Post Magazine of July 2, 
call for clarification. Jewish law is 
not complicated. While the marriage 
of a kohen and divorcee is 
prohibited, once contracted it is 
valid, and a Jewish divorce is re- 
quired before either party can re- 
marry. This is true for other 
prohibited marriages except for 
adulterous or incestuous unions, 
which are considered null and void. 
‘The appeal for “bending with the 
wind" is spurious. Even bending has 
its limitations. A great bend is' a 
break and is not the “surest method 
of survival,” but of demise. Rabbis, 
including those of our day, have 
always sought ways of “‘bending’”’ 
within the confines of survival, but 
they must reject such “bending” 
that could break the backbone of the 
Eternal People. : 
This is no ‘‘quibbling over 
legalities." Intermarriage can also 
be regarded as “‘quibbling’’ and to 
Some, even homosexual marriage. 
The marriage of the kohen and 
divorcee in violation of Halacha is 
but a first step toward the other 
marriages which today may be re- 
jected but which will be accepted in 
the “winds of ."" And then,

latent French hostility towards Germany. And former Premier Michel Debre 
struck a responsible chord when he warned that a resurgent Germany is 8 
potential menace.

Schmidt ires French 


LATENT SUSPICION and hostility 
towards Germany has exploded in 
France following Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt's clumsy disclosure of an 
agreement between the U.S. and the 
major Common Market powers to 
refuse economic ald to Italy if the 
Communists enter the government. 

Schmidt revealed that the decision 
to withhold aid from the Italian Com- 
munists was taken at last month's 
Puerto Rico summit meeting by 
Presidents Ford and Giscard, 
British Premier James Callaghan, 
and himself in June. 

The French left has been par- 
ticularly vocal in condemning 
Schmidt for interfering in the inter- 
nal affairs of a European partner. It 
was ἃ rare occasion for the Com- 
munist and Socialists, so often at 
loggerheads over foreign policy, to 


find themselves In agreement. But,. 


with the exception of the middle-of- 
the-road Democratic Centre Party, 
the government majority preferred 
to cover its embarrassment. with 
silence. - 

Francois Mitterrand, First 
Secretary of the Socialist Party, 
voiced the prevailing view among 
politicians of all persuasions when 
he said: “It requires a lot of im- 
pudence to believe that the people of 
‘Western Europe will agree to be held 
on the leash of a new Holy Alliance 
for long. I would be giad to know the 
views of the French Government on 
this affair which shows, at any rate, 
that national independence depends 
on economic independence."" 

Roland Leroy, editor of the Com- 
munist Party's ‘‘L'Humanite," and 
a Politburo member, said In a radio 
broadcast: “This strengthens the 
will of the Communists in France to 
rally together al! patriots who are 
concerned about national in- 
dependence, so that the French and 
other peoples will have the right and 
ability to choose their own destiny.” 


THE DIE-HARD Gaullist newsletter 
“La Lettre de la Nation,” which 
makes a practice of being politely 
hostile to President Giscard, said: 
“Chancellor Helmut Schmidt has 
missed a golden opportunity to keep 
his mouth shut. Things which can be 
left unsaid do not always gain from 
being uttered."" 

Tn an official communique issued 
by the Elysee Palace, President 
Giscard let it be known that he 
“disapproved'' of Schmidt's 
remarks. But he did not deny taking 
part in the restricted summit session 
at Puerto Rico, from which Italy's 
caretaker Premier Aldo Moro was 
excluded, or sharing the viewpoint of 
his American and British colleagues 
on how to handle a request for aid 


from the Italian Communists, 
The Schmidt ‘‘gatfe,” as it is call- 
ed here, coincided almost to the day 


with the first anniversary of the

This agreement has rarely been 
respected by the signatories, The ink 
was scarcely dry when East Ger- 
many signed a friendship treaty 
authorizing the Soviet Union to in- 
tervene on its territory if the 
Russians considered the conquests 
of Communism were threatened. 

The Western powers soon showed 
they were not to be outdone by the 
Communists. They linked economic 
aid to Portugal with renunciation by 

Lisbon of the blandishments of 
revolution. With more than a passing 
glance at France and Italy, Presi- 
dent Ford and Gen. Alexander Haig, 
Nato Commander-in-Chief, warned 
, that America would take a dim view 
of Communist membership in 
Western European governments. 


THE INEPTITUDE of Schmidt's ad- 
monishments was equalled by his 
poor timing. For the Puerto Rico 
decisions to have had any impact, 
they ought to have heen published 
before, instead of after, the Italian 
elections. Their publication now 
bears the stamp of ridicule since the 
possibility of the Communists foln- 
ing a new Italian Government are 
now non-existent. 


The major Western powers were 
surely aware at Puerto Rico that 
there was something illogical in 
refusing to help Italy’s Communists, 
who make no secret of thelr desire to 
tree themselves from the yoke of 
Moscow.
